Talking  to  a  gentleman  of  Alpina,  who  baa 
witnessed  tbe  growth  of  tbs  lumbering  busi¬ 
ness  of  that  place  almost  from  It*  commence¬ 
ment,  and  whose  busine**  for  year*  ha*  kept 
him  accurately  posted  as  to  ths  quantity  and 
location  of  tbe  pine  In  tne  Alpina  district, 
be  said  that,  dividing  the  number  of  million* 
of  feet  of  pine  timber  tributary  to  tits  Alpine 
river  by  tbe  annual  capacity  of  tbe  Alpina 
mllla,  U  gave  them  fifteen  year*’  mpply.  The*# 
figure*  agree  very  cloaely  with  tboac  given  m# 
a  few  week*  ago  by  the  president  of  ths  largest 
logging  company  on  the  Mississippi  River, 
operating  in  the  Wisconsin  pineries,  a  region 
that  bad  been  worked  much  lea*  extensively 
thau  the  Michigan  pineries.
